Catacomb

The Catacombs of Rome, the under- 
ground hiding places of the earliest 
Christians will, it is understood; 
shortly be accessible in their entirety 
to the world as a result of their cession 
by the Italian government to the 
pope. It is hoped that in these 
catacombs a true portrait of Christ 


will be discovered, which will indicate’ 


what He was really like. ‘The Cata- 
combs extend for more than 500 miles 
underground, In places they “include 
as many as five Jevels, one beneath 
the other, reaching 60 or 70 feet 
below the surface. Many of these dark 
and mysterious passages are practi- 
cally unexplored and are likely to con- 
tain treasures of enormous value and 
interest. It was to these places that 
Christians fled from their persecutors 
and practised the Christian religion 
under constant threats of death and 


‘terrible torture. Their dead were also 


buried there. The Catacombs all go 
under names. The one best known in 
Rome is‘ that of St. Callutus. Here 
St. Cecilia, the patron saint of mu- 
sic, was buried after being put to 
death for converting her lover to 
Christianity. It is hoped that the 
church will at last permit independ- 
ent scientific research in these places, 
as hitherto there has been no control 
whatever on findings.

pression. 

Traffic regulations are undoubtedly 
necessary for the public convenience 
and safety, but they should be plain 
and knowable rules, and not penalty- 
traps for the uninformed and the un- 
intentional violator of them. The 
streets should be so well posted with 
directions as to afford sure guidance 
to those who have no desire to yio- 
late. the traffic rules.

The Public Needs Fair Treatment. 

here are any number of cities in 
America in which the traffie problem 
is dealt with more sensibly and far 
less drastically than in Atlanta. 

In them the casual and evidently 
unintentional offender is not hopped 


,on by-a policeman and either escorted 


or summoned to court. 

Usually he is halted, or approached, 
quietly informed that his act is econ- 
trary to.the regulations, and is re- 
spectfully asked not to repeat it. In 
nineteen of twenty instances the 
warning .is sufficient and the warned 
person is careful not to risk offending 
again, 

In Washington city there is every 


hour a greater congestion of traffic 
than in Atlanta-any day, but the po- 
lice of the city have less trouble in 
regulating it than I see them having 
here, Arrests in the capital city are 
made for wilful violations, collisions, 
reckless or drunk driving, and in- 
juries to persons or property. 

It is fair to assume that fully half 
of the reported arrests in Atk ‘ta are 
for those minor traffic offenses that 
ought not to be registered in our crime 
statistics. They swell our criminal re- 
ports unjustly and, in comparison, 
give Atlanta a very bad status among 
the leading cities of the nation. ‘ 

What we need is a special traffic 
court, separate from the yon courts 
that try. those accused of real criin- 
inal offenses, and the records should 
be kept apart. Every traffic offense is 
nota crime and the petty traffie of- 
fender should not, be registered as a 
criminal.

Where We Do Figure Strongly. 


The police sheet on which Atlanta 
does figure strongly and properly is 
that one which shows arrests for 
drunkenness, 

For instance, the sheet before’ me 
shows 9,896 arrests of drunks in At- 
lanta for 12 months. Sut that is 
oul; a few more than 27 for each day 
in the year and more than one lor 
every hour of day and night. 

That is an evidence of commend- 
able vigilance upon the part of the 
police force, for, in this era of so- 
called absolute prohibition the wiliul 
drunk should be “run in”—and then 
he should be sent onto the rockpile 
and not turned loose with a nom- 
nai fine to repeat his offensive mis- 
conduct. 

But drunkenness is not a crime. It 
is a mistake in estimating tankage. 
The federal circuit court of appeals, 
second circuit, has just decided that 
“it cannot be said that among the 
commonly acepted moves the sale or 
possession of liquor as yet constitutes 
uw crime involving moral turpitude, ev- 
ery violation of the prohibition law 
vot being.so regarded.” 

Logically and legally, therefore, get- 
ting drunk and being arrested for pub- 
lie wobbling should not be _ listed 
among police crime statistics. 

If possible, our laws, ordinances 
and police systems should have some 
common sense injected into them. We 
have truly an almost model police 
force, but they are overloaded with 
lots of work that should be done pre- 
ventively and not punitively. 


Savannah, Fernandina route to Floer- 
ida, 


Both of these gentlemen are long 


time friends of mine—and they told 
me candidly that until central Geor- 
gia has an all-paved route it was their 
duty to advise tourists to take the .ll- 
weather routes, to escape dust, mud 
and menace of life and damage tv 
car. 

One man told me that SO per cent 
of the travel to Florida will go via 
the Augusta or the Savannah routes 
and that when the travelers compare 
notes in Florida this winter, practical- 
ly the entire travel will go home via 
these routes. 

This seems plausible, for in stopping 
at hotels i overheard and was party 
to route confabs aud in every in- 
stance everyone was advised to take 
the superior routes, and they are tak- 
ing them. For instance: Coming home 
over a foute that I knew from 
experience, my car stood inconceivable 
punishment. It didn’t seem possible.

tinguished gossip not a few invalids 
boast that they are human barvuin- 
eters und can predict a storm or 
foul weather from their pain. I doubt 
whether people suffering with arthri- 
tis exce] over ordinary invalids in this 
art, but there is no question that vic- 
tims of the rheumatiz make the most 
noise about their barometric gift, and 
hence the bones and joints hold pop- 
ular esteem as weather vanes. Be- 
yond all question, at least in my 
mind. invalids who have lung trouble 
or kidney diserse are much more sen- 


sitive ta weather variations than are 
arthritis patients, but since they take 
it less complainingly than the arthri- 


they are not disturbed by bad weather. 

Drs. Kentschler, Vanzant = and 
Rowntree made a commendable effort 
to find out just what, if anything, 
there might be in this notion that peo- 
ple with rheumatiz can tell it is or 
nin’t gonnd rain some more. They 
kept records of the barometric read- 
ings and the statements of arthritic 
patients about their feelings, over a 
period of 365 days. They find that 
there is a direct relation of weather 
change to the feelings of the rheuma- 
tig patient; it worked out true 90 
per cent of -the time, but curiously 
enough the human barometer complains 
of aches or pains when the actual 
barometer is falling in 71 per cent of 
cases, and when the actual barem- 
eter is rising in 15 per cent of cases, 

That is not so good, I should say. 
Of course it is changing weather, 
whether the barometer is falling or 
rising, but certainly the most harden- 
ed rheumatie invalid would not ven- 
ture to predict a storm on a rising 
barometer, ache or no ache. Such 
bad guesswork would shatter his repu- 
tation as a weather prophet—though 
not in the opinion of people who like 
to believe in myths—palmists and for- 
tune-tellers do not strike as near the 
truth as that with their stock read- 
ings, yet lots of people believe in 
em. 

The three medical investigators not 
only kept records of the feelings of 
patients with changes of weather, but 
also endeavored to determine whether

have been selected by mutual agree- 
ment of the two coaches, and the re- 
sponsibility for the presence of the 
officials goes to the coaches involved. 
And the coaches are always willing 
to stand behind the decisions of the 
officials they themselves have select- 
ed. The day of squawking by coaches 
has just about passed, and the coach 
who still indulges is not held in: high 
regard generally. 
The good official tends to keep 
himself in the background, realizing 
that the game is for the players. The 
grandstand official who turns sum- 
mersaults and performs other cheer- 
leaders’ gyrations is not much in de- 
mand by the careful coach. Coaches 
prefer careful, conservative officials, 
who are watchfal, rather than am- 
bitious in showing their speed or open 
field ability. This preference has led 
to the replacing of the officious and 
overbearing official by the quiet, con- 
scientious worker who tries to do his 
level best to protect each team from 
illegal advantages of the other. 


~The numerous rulings necessary for 
so complicated a game as football 
makes the work of an official ex- 
tremely difficult. He has to give an 
instantaneous decision on & question 
fully as complicated as certain legal 
questions, the interpretations of which 
lawyers study over for days—and he 
does not have the lawyer's resort to 
a postponement. The official must 
make this decision with 22 excitable 
American youths all -keenly involved, 
and thousands of partisan spectators 
volubly interested in an outcome fav- 
orable to their own team only. I have 
often wondered, when I saw a con- 
scientious and capable official, who 
was getting a fine reception with re- 
verse English, what the same law- 
yers, boards of directors, professional 
men and others. would do if they 
had to make as important a decision 
without even a chance to catch their 
breath. 3 

Of course everyone realizes that no 
official is infallible. During last fall 
I saw several mistakes that might 
have brought serious results 10’years 
ago. 1 saw Walter Powell, a fine of- 
ficial, penalize a team 15 yards on 
the goal line for an illegal shift, when 
the team had not shifted on that play. 
I saw Hutchens, another great offi- 
cial, follow a runner 60 yards down 
the field and declare a touchdown, 
when the player had recovered a lat- 
eral pass, and the “ball was dead at 
the point of recovery.

New, York, September 5.—(/)—The 
corrective reaction in stock prices, 
which conservative elements. have 
been predicting in Wall Street for 
several days, came with breath-tak- 
ing swiftness in the last hour of trad- 
ing today after bullish operations had 
been pressed forward with increasing 
gsressiveness earlier in the session. 

The rapid bidding up of prices, only 
to have them come down like a burnt- 
out rocket rolled up total sales for 
the day of 5,565,280 shares, the larg- 
est turnover since March. Most early 
gains were more than cancelled at the 
close, and scores of important stocks 
recorded net losses of 2 to nearly 20 
points. 

Many professional traders had seen 
in the violent bidding up of selective 
issues during recent weeks the rapid 
| development of an overbought condi- 
tion that must be corrected soon by a 
thorough shake-out, but it took a 
bearish statement by Roger Babson, 
well-known economist, who has been 
predicting a collapse of stock prices 
for some time, to start the torrent of 
selling. 

Increasing signs of nervousness were 
evident during the session, although 
the market took but passing notice of 
the overnight monthly member loan 
announcement showing anothét $400.- 
000,000 increase, as the unchanged 
Bank of England was regarded as a 
balancing factor. Call money renewed 
at 9 per cent and for a time threat- 
ened to go higher. Predictions were 
- heard of a flurry im money over the 
middle of the month, when the treas- 
ury refinancing and the quarterly in- 
come tax payments’ wil] cause a 
turnover of funds totaling more than 
$1,000,000,000, and it was even ru- 
mored that the New York Reserve 
bank might again increase its redis- 
count rate this afternoon. Mr. Bab- 
son's statement appeared on the news 
tickers during the afternoon, and 
seemed finally to tip the balance to- 
ward reaction, 

The weekly federal reserve state 
ments displayed a marked upturn in 
the demands for credit over the turn 
of the month, but also showed that 


‘ficial 


the federal reserve system was defi- 
nitely acting to stabilize conditions, in- 
creasing its holdings of bills and se- 
curities by nearly $100,000,000. 


Brokers loans mounted $137.000,000, 
the increase coming entirely from the 
banks, corporate sources having dried 
up for the time being, what with 
the month-end interest and dividend 
requirements and seasonal expansion 
of activity. Announcement this eve- 
ning that the new treasury certifi- 
cates would pay 4 7-8 per cent, 1-4 of 
one per cent less than the last issue, 
was somewhat reassuring, indicating 
that the treasury is not looking for 
any acute money stringency. 

The day’s business news was gen- 
erally satisfactory, including another 
record weekly total of freight car 
loadings, heavy sales of copper. and 
a few pleasing earnings and dividend 
announcements. These items. however, 
were generally regarded as discounted 
by the stock market, for the moment 
at least. 


It was the recent favorites that 
were hardest hit in the reaction. 
American Telephone dropped about 9 
points, but ral ‘ed a little in the final 
dealings. U. §S. Steel, New York 
Central, American Bank Note, Beth- 
lehem Steel, €onsolidated Gas, Bast- 
man Kodak, International Telephone, 
Westinghouse Electric, Johns-Man- 
ville. R. H. Macy, Publie Service of 
New Jersey, Stone and Webster, 
Radio, and Westinghouse were among 
issues closing about to 8 points 
lower, The chemicals broke sharply. 
Allied Chemical losing nearly 19 
points, Air Reduction more than 13, 
Columbian Carbon 10, and du Pont 
and Pere Marquette dropped 10 points. 

Several of the utilities, coppers and 
specialties were bid up ranidlv during 
the morning. General Electric rose 
T points, only to tumble back more 
than 14 from the top in the wave of 
selling. Standard Gas and Electric 
sold up 14 points to a new. peak, and 
lost 10 of its gain. American and 
Foreign Power, American Power and 
Light and American Water Works 
rose 8 to 11 points to ‘ tons befcore 
reacting. American Smelting s“d up 
a couple of points to a new peak, 
then slipped back. Loose-Wiles Bis- 
cuit, American Chicle and Atlas Pow- 
der were among the few isolated strong 
spots at the close. 

Com .odities were inclined to sag. 
Wheat futures sold higher for a 
time, bait lost their gains in realiz- 
ing. Corn eased on reports of bene- 
rains, as did cotton, which 
closed 30 cents to $1 a bale lower. 

Foreign exchanges were also under 
pressure, Sterling Cables touching 
$4.84 3-4 again, as no change was 
made in the Bank of Bngland* dis- 
count rate,

Hide and Leather Prices Higher. 


Tanners who ordered their fall re 
quirements of hides early in the sum- 
mer are already two or three cents to 
the good on each pound through in- 
ventory appreciation. Shoe companies 
also have seen the value of their raw 
material stocks increase since midsum- 
mer. Just how much further the ad- 
vance will go is an uncertainty for 
sentiment of consumers and sellers to 
determine. 

With other commodities—cotton or 
poultry, for instance—it is possible to 
make a fair. estimate of cost of pro- 
duction, The farmer can keep a fairly 
close account of his expenditures on 
each particular product and of his re- 
turns and thus calculate his profit, if 
any. Not so the hide producer, for 
hides are merely a by-product of the 
meat industry so far as the major 
grades are concerned, At any time re- 
turns from the skins of the animals 
are a minor part of the complete sell- 
ing price. 

Production is not materially cur- 
tailed by moderate declines in prices 
nor increased by rises. Hide prices, 
therefore, are more apt to be deter- 
mined by what selling interests as & 
whole think of the situation than by 
actual ratio of supply to demand at a 
given time. Of course, oversupply, if 
that exists, eventually becomes obvious 
and conversely shortage will for a 
time bring higher quotations. But over 
the shorter period prices are likely 
to go to an extremely high or low 
price, merely because of the psycholo- 
gy of those in the trade. That is 
what happened last winter. After the 
actual statistical position—that is, re- 
lation of supply to consumption—had 
for some time been favoring lower 
prices, interests suddenly grew bear- 
ish. In consequence, - quotations 
dropped precipitously, both for hides 
and for leather, while hide and leather 
companies suffered severe inventory 
losses. 

By now prices are probably not far 
below the figure warranted by the 
ratio of orders to supply and only 
moderate further advance is justified

But things will 
have to happen differently from what 
they have in the past to halt the rise 
at reasonable levels. As yet there is 
little evidence of any bearish atti- 
tude in the trade. 

The excellent volume of shoe pro- 
duction that is expected this fall, sea- 
sonal improvement in the quality of 
hides and perhaps tariff imposition are 
prospective bullish factors which 
would aid further advance. If, how- 
ever, prices are earried to abnormal 
levels, the price weakening that is 
normal from November to April may 
develop into substantial reduction.
